Even with the enormous war ex- 
penditure the people of Canada 
would not have to deny themselves 
necessaries of life if they were not 
called upon to pay taxes for things 
which are not necessary, 


Perhaps if members and_ offi- 
cers of the Government spent as 
inuch time explaining the need of 
more soldiers as they spend ex- 
pluining away their outbursts of 
conscription talk there would be 
less need of thinking about con- 
seription. 

Some newspapers are strong in 

emphasizing the idea that Canada 
is fighting for the Empire. How 
would it be to turn the question 
the other way for a change, and 
think of the Empire as fighting 
for Canada? Until we in Canada 
have sacrificed as much and con- 
tributed as much in proportion to 
our population, wealth and cir- 
cumstances as the people of Great 
Britain, have we any right to set 
up a claim that we are fighting 
for the Empire? Are we even 
fighting for ourselves while we 
are doing something less than our 
proportionate share? 
Davidson — has 
prepared some more reports of 
his investigations into the pur- 
chase of war supplies. The ecom- 
missioner was appointed two years 
ago. Mis present series of reports 
are said to deal with matters in- 
vestigated during 1915 and 1916. 
It is publiely known from the 
newspaper accounts that only on 
some three occasions did the com- 
inissioner go beyond the ground 
previously explored by the Publie 
Accounts Commitiee of Parlia- 
ment. Even so, his reports are to 
he held up until the Government 
sees fit, or thinks safe, to publish 
them. The matters submitted to 
Judge Davidson for inquiry were 
of the gravest possible character, 
Unless the exposures before the 
Public Accounts Committee were 
disproven on exhaustive examina- 
tion the war chest of the nation 
was looted in a most shameless 
manner, and under circumstances 
which require some members of 
the Dominion Government to 
show that they were not parties to 
the robbery, The dilatory way in 
whieh the investigation has been 
conducted, the failure of the com- 
missioner to make inquiries be- 
yond the very limited field cover- 
ed by the Publie Accounts Com- 
inittee, and the interminable de- 
lay in making his findings known, 
do nothing to reassure the publie. 
Ministers singly concerned in 
clearing their own reputations 
and in diselosing the actual ree- 
ord of their dealings with the pub- 
lic money would have speeded up 
the investigation so as to get out 
the faets with the least possi 
ble delay. Instead, the idea seems 
to have been to prolong the in 
quiry to the limit, to even pro- 
tract the pretence of investigation 
when no investigating was being 
done, and to delay publishing the 
findings until public interest shall 
have been diverted to other mat- 
ters. Such procrastination is next 
jo ap acumission of guilt.

It is just possible that von Hin- 
denburg is shortening his western 
front to release men for another 
drive for Petrograd while the 
Russians are in the dislocating 
process of revolutionizing their 
governmeéntal system. Rumor has 
long credited von Hindenburg 
With the opinion that the war can 
be won on the eastern front. If 
that is his view he is not likely to 
overlook the favorable opportuni- 
ty offered by the present chaotic 
conditions in Russia. 

Berlin has at least kept its word 
in one instance, It has made no 
modification of its ruthless and 
undiseriminating submarine policy 
in order to avoid war with the 
United States. Three American 
ships have been sunk during the 
week-end, under cireumstances 
Which seem to comply with the 
most exacting definition of an 
overt act. Washington officials 
admit that a state of war exists 
between the two countries, and the 
nature and extent of the hostilities 
is the question naw for considera- 
tion. The German people are an 
essentially practical and thrifty 
people, and the nation-built its in- 
dustrial greatness and military 
ambitions upon these qualities of 
the individual. It is impossible to 
believe that Germany would con- 
tinue a war whose consequences 
to the vanquished grow more ap- 
palling every week unless eon- 
vineed that it can win. The only 
view consistent with the. supposi- 


tion that the German nation has 
not lost all semblanee of native 
prudence is that the German 


leaders, backed by the mass of the 
German people, believe that they 
ean isolate America and starve 
Europe into submission by their 
submarines, 

That supposedly uneancellable 
contract with the Ross Rifle eom- 
pany has finally been caneelled. 
The reason assigned that the 
company failed to deliver the 
rifles as fast as agreed to. It will 
be pretty generally understood 
that while this may be the techni- 
cality made use of to break the 
contract, it is not the reason for it 
being broken, Nobody expects 
the Government, to make a new 
contract with this or some other 
firm for the supply of Ross rifles, 
which would be the only proper 
course if the rifle were efficient. 
The contract has not been broken 
because rifles were not turned out 
fast enough, but beeause publie 
opinion has been more and more 
insistently demanding that we 
stop wasting money buying mili- 
tary rifles not adapted for mili- 
tary service. As the contract has 
been broken now on a technicality 
which would have been overlook- 
ed if the rifles were satisfactory, 
it could have been broken on the 
same or some other ground a year 
and a half ago, after the first bat- 
tle of Ypres had shown the unsuit- 
ability of the Ross’ rifle for the 
purposes for which military rifles 
are required. Better still, the 
threat of cancelling the contract 
could have been used, if necessary, 
to make the company readjust 
their plant and take up the manu- 
facture of Lee-Enfields. This, it 
is to be hoped, will be the out- 
come of the present situation. To 
leave a military rifle factory 
standing idle at this time would be 
only one degree less in folly than 
to keep it making rifles not suited 
for service.
